A bulletin of the Bureau of Labor 
goes somewhat at length into the 
sta tik ic s and nature of industrial ac­ 
cidents, with a view' to giving such 
information as might lead to a les­ 
sening of their number, says the St 
lx>uis Star. 
By a process of deduc­ 
tion and application of statistics tak­ 
en at the las^ census and during the 
last few' years by the labor commis­ 
sioners of \oW' York 
and 
severa 
other states aaving such officials, it 
places the aemal number of fatal ac 
cidents an’ong occupied males fifteen 
lyears or more of ago at from 30,000 
to 35,000. 
I ’lie total hijured is not 
estimated, but it giv(^s partial figures 
to indicate that about 5 per cent o 
accidents are fatal, 15 iier cent cause 
perm anent disability, .such as the loss 
of an arm or leg, and 80 per cent 
temporary disability only, the aver 
age loss of 
not being estimated 
On this basis it is a fair statem ent 
that there we^'e in the United States 
in 1908 a total of 000.000 persons who 
received accldental injuries, of whom 
30,000 died, 90,000 w’ere permanently 
disabled and 480,000. went back to 
work after loss of time and expendi 
turé of money for treatment.
